Many a 


time the troops were lured by De 
Tham into: what were subsequently 
described in the official history as 
“infernal” woods, which were. then 
set. on fire from all sides, “While ] 
the French troops were engaged in 
extricating .themselves from: em- 
barrassing. situations such as this, 
De Tham with his men would gain 
another move ahead and, by paths 
and trails known only to them- 
selves, progress into another re- 
gion to prepare further difficulties 
for the invading force. 

Many lives were sacrificed for the 
Nepublic in this way before the 
expedition reached the end of its 


journey. At one-time, a whole |. 
company of  Leglonaries was

they were suddenly surrounded by 
De Tham’s men waiting for them in 
the guise of market people. 


Rebels Dispersed. 
Finally, on February 26, ‘1909, 


was taken by the French troops, 
who lost 54 killed and many hun- 
dreds wounded. Most of De 
Tham’s troops were dispersed, but 
he mde his escape with still a few 
followers. ae 

Ensconced in another stronghold, 
De Tham lost no time in renewing 
his. fight. He directed another 
campaign of terrorism against the 
French, and in 1909, took an in- 
fluential merchant into activity, set. 
ing a high price for his liberty. 

This led to another expedition 
which ‘was more, successful. Suc- 
cessive battles gradually wore down 
the rebel’s force, and -by 1910 
through a protess of attrition, it 
was: reduced to a minimum. A 
handful of men and some 30 rifles, 
one igs told; were all that were Jeft to 
De Tham when the end came, with

_De Tham ‘Killed. 


The manner in which .De Tham 
met his death was not recorded in 
the official history, from which 
these passages are quoted, beyond 
the word that he was “murdered.”
